. That is excellent philosophy, and I have re- 
Minded you a hundred times that since we are ab- 
solutely certain about the correctness of our faith; 
since we are registered soldiers in the army of Christ, 
we are, as children of God, and as followers of Christ, 
obligated to bring our religion to the attention of 
the millions, who after they will learn to know the 
Church as she really is, and not as she is caricatured, 
would,—-with-the-grace-of God; embrace it. But do 
we truly love God if we will show no interest in 
His own chief interest? 

There is no good reason why, in every parish, 
there should not be a few Catholic men and women, 
quite well familiar with their faith, who could ex-

plain it at least to their friends and neighbors. They 
need not force a religious discussion, but surely at 
least several times a year the occasion presents it- 
self quite naturally. 

In most of rural America lay men and women 
are used by the Confraternity of Christian Doctrine 
to teach children who have not the benefit of a 
parochial school. 

What lay missioners can do is told by a Mary- 
knoll priest. In the spring of 1952 he invited three 
Grailville graduates to work in the State of New 
Mexico, and writes: “Today, a year and a half after 
the arrival of the first two, this is quite a different 
mission: The new spirit is beginning to embrace even 
our ten smaller pueblos far from the Center.” 

Up to the time these lay missioners came into 
the field, the clergy, bein? too few, were able to 
make only infrequent visits to those ten missions. 
The Grailville missioners, who are not Sisters, are 
working separately, usually accompanied by a local 
woman. Their zeal and the spirituality of their lives 
have attracted many and interested them in the 
Church. 


The Maryknoll Father, concluding his story, 
writes: “Priests alone will not save the modern 
world, They cannot have the contacts with non- 
Catholics which the laity have. They must make use 
of the laity to help them in their task.”

Is Merry Musical Nonsense

Keeping the nautical atmosphere created by their production of 
“Mister Roberts,” the Fort Wayne Civic Theatre decided to end the 
old and begin the New Year with Gilbert and Sullivan’s merry non- 
sense, “H.M.S. Pinafore.” This unique reception for the New Year is 
something that should occupy a permanent place in the Civic Theatre’s 
repertory. a 

“Pinafore” is a happy departure and daring venture for the Civic 
Theatre. It has been too long a time since the boards at the Civic have 
heard the musical beat. I hope the next musical production will not 
have to wait so long again. 

The Civic’s “Pinafere” was ted with a surefire com- 
bination. The same co t did such a masterful job on 
the — production of “Midsummer Night's Dream.” 

Any work of Gilbert and Sullivan is not an easy thing to produce. 
Its superficial charm is clothed with hidden subtleties which require 
long periods to master. The skill and dexterity of the D’Orly Carte 
Company of London when it presents a Gilbert and Sullivan work has 
come from years and years of constant repetition in which the stage 
business has become a tradition. 


The Civic Theatre’s director, Theodore Sizer, did not to follow 
in this very fine tradition for two very good reasons: 1) he did no 
know whether he had players who could master the technique and 


2) he did not know whether he had an audience which would take a 
liking to that technique. 

With these reasons in mind, the end result was a very enter- 
taining evening of musical nonsense which was enhanced by the 
way it was presented—as sheer melodrama. 

With this attitude in mind, “Pinafore” was given some very un- 
Gilbert-and-Sullivan-like touches which came off remarkably well. 

There was the magnificent ballet work by John Neff’s quick-step- 
ping dancers. The dancing was never used to halt the action, but rather 
as a means to create some lively stage pictures. 

There was the brilliantly functional setting es David Locklin which 
added a bit of sense to the nonsense. Because of the setting, Mr. Sizer 
was able to create one of the most beautiful stage jobs seen at the 
Civic thus far this season.

'Feigned Kindness’ Used 


Victim Of Communists Tells Red 
Methods Of Getting ‘Confessions 


Washington—(NC)—Not torture 
but feigned kindness is the potent 
weapon which draws “confessions” 
from communist victims. 

This testimony was given here 
by a young Belgian Immaculate 
Heart of Mary missionary who had 
himself signed a preposterous con- 
fession after 13 months of con- 
ditioning in a Peking prison. 

“How do the communists obtain 
these fantastic confessions?” he 
was asked. 


The lines in Father Albert Van 
Lierde’s youthful face hardened in 
an expression of pain and morti- 
fication. He was silent for several 
moments and then spoke slowly: 


“There is no such thing as a 
breaking point, after which a man | 
is willing to sign anything. These 
confessions — and there are hund- | 
reds of them before the final one | 
is arrived at — are drawn from | 
the victim, phrase by phrase, ad- 
jective by adjective, distorted in- 
cident by distorted incident. 


Extended Time 


“These confessions are extorted 
over long periods of time and 
through innumerable sessions with 
communist interrogators. Single 
phrases are twisted from the vic- 
tim in the terror of torture and 
more often by the feigned kindness 
of the interrogator. 

“The occasional kind word or ex- 

ression of concern by the Red 
judge’ is a far more effective weap- 
on than torture in breaking down 
a lonely, confused and weary pris- 
Oner.” 

The strange thing is that in his 
confused state the prisoner act- 
ually believes that the Red judge 
is his friend, as he claims to 
and is really trying to help him 
out of the entaglements in which 
he finds himself, Father Van Lier-

Excavations Throw Light On St. Augustine's City 


Bone, Algeria, North Africa — By FATHER GORDON H. FOURNIER, W-F. 


(NC)— This seaport, the Hippo of 


ancient times and the See of St. 
Augustine, came into its own dur- 
ing the African tampaign of World 
War II when it served as an im- 

rtant debarkation point. Today, 
t takes on added significance for 
geo because excavations now 

progress shed new light on the 
fifth-century Bishop, who has been 
called one of Catholicism’s great~ 
est minds. 

Recent excavations uncovered a 
chapel in the form of a seven-leaf 
clover which St. Augustine used 
and a monastery over which he 
’ presided. |

Byzantine, Roman, Christian and 
Vandal. 


Archeologists have determined 
and clearly marked the church's 
dimensions, 162 feet long and 65 
feet wide.

Unearthed 
within the church’s precincts were 
a baptismal font, a presbytery with 
eplocopel throne, and tombs of 
bishops.

Columnist Writes On 
Martin Luther Movie 


WE never read such a scathing denunciation of the anti- 


Catholicism behind the Martin Luther picture as that 
which appeared in the News and Observer, of Raleigh, North 
Carolina on December 6. It was written by Nell Battle Lewis, 
who says that she is an Episcopalian. She observes: “On both 
sides my forefathers, as far as 1 know anything about them, 
have been Protestants.” She brands the picture as “a new 


wrinkle in advertising.” 


She writes in part as follows: 


“I wish to say that the motion 
picture, ‘Martin — Luther,’ 
sored, it is said, by Lutheran 
churches, fine though it is in act- 
ing, setting, and photography, is 
one of the bitterest and most de- 
plorable pieces of anti-Catholic 
hte wg that I have ever seen, 
one which now, when the unity of 
Christendom, fiercely assailed by 
all hell, is a matter of our society's 
life or death, should not have been 
produced. 

“I repeat: At this time this pic- 
ture should not have been pro- 
duced. Much less, in my opinion, 
should it have been plugged in 
Protestant churches by Protestant 
ministers, as it was in Raleigh last 
Sunday and as, a movie-theatre offi- 
cial tells me, it is being plu 
all over this country in a nation- 
wide promotion scheme. Reflect for 
a moment upon that: All over the 
United States Protestant ministers 
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-in-Protestant churches are adver- 


tising a motion picture unmistak- 
ably hostile to the Roman Catholic 
Church, one which, it seems to me, 
cannot fail to increase bad feeling 
toward that Church. I wonder why

check, this movie was advertised 
by most—though not all—the 
Raleigh Protestant ministers in 
their churches here, some of the 
local divines even calling attention

“Not a single good thing about 
the Roman Catholic Church is 
brought out in this picture—not 
one. Instead, in addition to the 
Augustinians of grim, fanatical, 
and brigandish aspect, there are 
numerous oily insinuations about 
hypocrisy ahd superstition in con- 
nection with sacred relics, and re- 
peated emphasis upon the worldli- 
ness of the Papacy, especially in 
the sale of indulgences.

of the largest dioceses in the 
country acknowledged inflation by 
raising the salary of assistants from 
$400 to $500 a year. In that same 
diocese, salaries are now expected 
to jump from $500 to $900, but with 
the proviso that all fees for bap- 
tisms, weddings, and funerals go 
into the parish treasury. 

Now priests as a class compare 
in the community with physicians 
and lawyers. Theirs is a “learned” 

rofession. At the very least, they 

ave 20 years’ schooling, and much 
of their meagre income goes to buy 
books so that they can put more 
learning at the service of their peo- 
ple in the pulpit, the confessional, 
and the conference room.

Dress Up The Left-Overs

TS holidays are over and our 
thoughts now turn to plain and 
simple fare as a relief from all the 
rich foods our families have con- 
sumed in the last few weeks. The 
food budget can probably stand a 
bit of careful planning too. Watch 
your local food markets for out- 
standing buys and use your imagin- 
ation to dress up leftovers. This 
Carrot Rice Ring with Gravy is a 
filling and inexpensive dish for 
cold winter evenings. 


Carrot Rice Ring 


1 package pre-cooked rice (1% 
cups); % teaspoon salt; 1% cups 
water; 1 cup finely diced cooked 
carrots; 2 tablespoons butter; % 
teaspoon pepper. 

Combine rice, water and salt in 
saucepan; mix just until all rice 
is moistened. Bring quickly to a 
boil over high heat, fluffing gently 
once or twice with a fork.

4 tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine; % cup onion rings; 4 
tablespoons flour; 1% cups water;

While rice is steaming, melt the 
butter in a saucepan and saute 
onion rings until tender but not 
brown; add flour and blend. Add 
1% cups water gradually, stirring 
constantly. Dissolve meat paste in 
remaining % cup water and add to 
onion mixture. Bring to boil, stir- 
ring constantly. Add meat and re- 
heat. Arrange rice in a ring on a 
platter; fill center with meat 
mixture and serve immediately. 
Serves 5 to 6. 


Cheese Rolls 


The hungry high school gang can 
put these filling sandwiches to- 
gether after the basketball game. 
Provide some hot chocolate or 
mulled tomato or apple juice and 
you have a simple treat for teen- 
agers. 

™% pound processed American 
cheddar cheese, grated; 1 cup 
chopped celery 6. slices 
bacon, cho - 2 tablespoons chili 
sauce; 1 tablespoon chopped onion;

Jews had for so long been 
custodians of the one true re- 
ligion that it tcok a special revela- 
tion of Almight? God to show St. 
Peter (the first Pope) that He 
meant non-Jews to be Christians. 
Sounds strange, doesn’t it? — 
non-Jewish Christians. But at first 
all Christians were Jews, or gen- 
tiles who had at least been “adopt- 
ed” as Jewish sympathizers. For 
thousands of years God had train- 
ed His chosen people to keep sac- 
red their religious truths commit- 
ted to their care. To offset the pos- 
sibility of losing their faith, He 
had taught them to keep to them- 
selves and not to mix with non-

When Our Lord ascended into 
heaven, then, it never occurred to 
St. Peter and the other Apostles 
that there might be a place for 
non-Jews in this new faith.

Some Questions And Answers 


For the past three years my 
aster plants have shriveled and 
died. When I dug them up, a tun- 
nel as large as a small lead from 
a pencil was made along the stalks 
in the dirt which clung te the 
plant. This tunnel was filled with 
small green, soft, lice, which were 
also inside the stems and roots. | 
What can I do for this? 

There are different causes for 
the wilting of asters. However, 
from your description it seems 
quite possible that what you de- 
scribe as the green lice are the 
root infesting aphids, some species 
of which attack the roots of asters. 
Some other species also infest the 
flowering blubs such as tulips, iris, 
and crocus. In the 1952 Yearbook 
of Agriculture, it is reported that 
the best method for controlling 
root infesting aphids is to make a 
shallow trench around the base of 
the plant. Into this shallow trench 
pour enough chlordane emulsion 
to soak the ground sufficiently to 
reach the infested roots. After the 
treatment has been made the soil 
will be returned to the trench. In 
the next growing season, if you 
suspect the presence of aphids, it 
might be well to dig out around 
one or two plants to determine 
their presence. Then the recom- 
mended procedure would be in 
order. 


Why do the potatoe growers in 
our section of Wisconsin change te 
a red clover crop some years? I am 
not a farmer but ride along the 
highways frequently and notice 
this change. 

What you call a “change” is re- 
ferred to by the farmers as “rota- 
tion of crops.” They plant differ- 
ent crops in the same field from’ 
time to time in order to improve 
the soil. Some plants remove cer- 
tain minerals from the soil, where- 
as another crop may help to re- 
store that mineral. At the present’ 
time, the soil specialists at the. 
University of Wisconsin report 
that another legume may replace 
red clover. The new legume is 
known as blue lupine and has 
been found very valuable for the | 
addition of nitrogen to the soil. 


I have read some references to 


the “older mechanical method of 
killing weeds.” Is that something 
essentially different from present | 
methods now being used by the 
farmers in the United States? 
In the olden times weeds were 
stopped by “working” the soil 
deeply, as with a shovel plow to 
cover the weeds. Looking back at 


the former methods, some experts: 


say today, that this “working” was 
“too much work.” In addition, 
they state that it sometimes cut 
the. roots of the vegetables and ' 
perhaps merely transplanted the 
weeds. At present the farmers at- 
tempt to kill the weeds when they) 
are very small by scalping them 
with a sharp hoe or a scuffle hoe

We have

cow. I have been reading some 
farm magazines, and see that they 
make references to individual feed 
requirements of the cews. Could 
you inform me about the maxi- 
mum and minimum amounts of 
feed required? 

There are large cows and small 
cows, cows which produce a large 
amount of milk, and cows whic 
may not produce enough milk to 
pay for their own board. Individ- 
ual cows do require different 
amounts of feed, if they are to be 
kept in the most efficient man- 
ner. The higher production of 
milk and butterfat, the greater 
amount of concentrate feed the 
cow will require. After some ex- 
perience you will be able to work 
out your own formula. But an old 
fashioned rule of thumb method 
for feeding cows concentrate was 
to divide the monthly total of 
butterfat production by 5, the re- 


sulting figure was the amount of 
concentrate feed in pounds to be 
fed to the cow each day. If a cow 
produced 60 pounds of butterfat 
monthly, she would require 12 
pounds of concentrate feed each 
day. Six pounds would be fed in 
the morning, and six pounds at the 
evening milking. Cows producing 
at much higher levels may not re- 
quire such a ratio of feed. If you 
buy the cow directly from the pre- 
vious owner, ask advice as to what 
the cow has been getting daily: : 
then make adjustments as you feel 
you are able to improve her condi- 
tion or production, by changing 
the feeding ratio. Your extension | 
agent will be happy to drop by 
and make recommendations.

bat this very destructive oat dis- 
ease, crown rust. They have been 
recommending that the lowans 
make their hedge plantings from 
Tartarian Honeysuckle, which de- 
velops into a hedge type tree, and 
should be set out about 4 feet 
apart in rows, reaching a makxi- 
mum height of about 15 feet, and 
serves as a windbreak or snow 
fence. 

I have a small grape vine on an 
arbor on my acreage. The grapes 
leoked wonderful all season, and 
when they were almost ready to 
ripen, began to rot. Was this due 
to a disease, or did I fail to pick 
them soon enough? 

Your grapes might have done 
well if they had been sprayed with 
the right mixture at the proper 
time. There are 4 different stages 
in the development of the grape, 
when spraying should be done. 
The first spray should be made 
when the new shoots are about six 
inches long, with a second appli-| 
cation of spray just before the 
blossoms. Spraying should be done 


for the third time when the grapes 


are about the size of B-B shots, 
with a final spray when the grapes 
are becoming big enough to touch

Most Canadians See 
God As Loving Father 
Says National Poll 


Montreal — (NC) — Seventy-five 
per cent of all Canadians see God 
as “a loving father who looks after 
us,” a poll has revealed. The poll 
by the Canadian Institute of Pub- 
lic Opinion asked persons through- 
out Peaeds to give their concept 
of God. 

Those questioned were asked to 
choose one of only three descrip- 
tions or the statement that God 
does not exist. 

Only 1 per cent said that God 
does not exist, while 75 per cent 
chose the description of God as a 
loving father. 

Of Catholics polled, 84 per cent 
saw God as a loving father. 

Five per cent of those who said 

-were Catholics said they 
couldn’t describe God; two per cent 
checked God off as “a sort of me- 
chanical principle or law governing 
the world,” and five per cent saw 
God as “some kind of intelligent, 
supernatural being not concerned 
with our personal problems.” 

Seventy-two per cent of Protes- 
tants pictured God as a loving 
father; 1 per cent said God didn’t 
exist; 7 per cent said they couldn't 
describe Him; the remaining 20 
per cent described God as “a me- 
chanical principle,” an “uncon- 
cerned supernatural being,” or 
gave other descriptions.

Labor Unions Expect Better 
Atmosphere With Magsaysay 


New York —(NC)— The Christian-inspired trade union 
movement in the Philippines expects a “better atmosphere” 


for trade unions when 


resident-elect Ramon Magsaysay takes 


over the administration this year. 
This declaration was made by Juan Tan, president of the 
Federation of Free Workers in the Philippines, in an interview 


broadcast over the facilities of the 
American Broadcasting Company 
here on Dec. 26. 


The interview was conducted in 
Manila by Richard L. G. Deverall, 
American Federation of Labor 
representative in the Far East, and 
heard on the AFL program “As 
We See It.” . 

Interviewed with Mr. Tan was 
Father Walter Hogan, S.J., Ameri- 
can priest who founded the Federa- 
tion of Free Workers. Father Ho- 
gan reported “encouraging signs of 
genuine Christian ration be- 
tween capital and labor” in the 
Philippines. 

Mr. Tan stated that both the 
Secretary and the Department of 
Labor in the outgoing administra- 
tion had stood in opposition to the 
trade union movement. He said the 
new administration promises “an 
atmosphere of freedom” for both 
the unions and industry. 


Millions Unemployed 

Mr. Tan declared that the work- 
ers in the Philippines at the mo- 
ment face three basic problems: 
unemployment, government indif- 
ference, and the lack of a strong 
trade union movement. He said 
the last two problems would dis- 
appear under the new administra- 
tion. He also noted that the Mag- 
saysay administration had promis- 

to create new industries to pro- 
vide work for the “millions of un- 
employed.”

And every re-presentation of the 
Last is- jon and 
continuation of that wonderful 
gift of the Eucharist and the mys- 
tical renewal of the sacrifice of 
the cross. But when Jesus spoke 
these divine words, He did not 
use the phrase we so often hear— 
“Hoc est enim corpus meum—For 
This is My Body.” 


Jesus did not speak Latin at 
all, as far as we know, when He 
lived on this earth for more than 
thirty years. He did not speak 
Greek, at least on this occasion of 
the Last Supper. But He said these 
wonderful words of the consecra- 
tion of the Mass in Aramaic, a 
language somewhat like Hebrew. 


Very often people of the Latin 
rite forget that many languages 
are used in praying to God, not 
only personally, but even officially 
and publicly, as in the Liturgy (or 
Mass as we Latins call it) and in 
the administration of the Sacra- 
ments. There is no language that 
could not be used with proper per- 
mission from the Holy See. In 
fact, even English Po | be allow- 
ed if the Church deemed the 
change prudent and helpful and 
probably before long some of the 


of the Sacraments will be recited 
in the vernacular. It has been done 
for a number of years in Germany, 
for a shorter time in France, and 
in other countries. However, this 
does not mean necessarily that the 
Mass will be offered in the lan- 
guage of the people. It could be, 
of course, but that is a question 
for the Holy See to decide. 

In the many beautiful Eastern 
rites of the Church a number of 
languages are Used, nine altogeth- 
er. They are Greek, Syrian-Chal- 
daic, Coptic, Ethiopian, Armenian, 
Slovanic, Romanian, and Hungar- 
ian. At the present time only the 
Slavonic, Romanian, and Armenian 
are close enough to present 
languages to be easily unders 
These liturgical languages differ 
entirely from their mother tongue, 
just as the English today is vastly 
different from the language of 
Chaucer’s era. In Egypt the com- 
mon language is Arabic, but their 
Liturgy is celebrated in Coptic; in 
Ethopia the language is Ahmari- 
tan, but the Liturgy employs old- 
Ethiopian. In Persia (Iran) the 
language is Arabic and Persian, 
but the rites are observed in Syr- 
ian-Chaldaic. 

The Byzantine rite, the largest 
of the Eastern liturgies, was found- 
ed by St. Cyril and St. Method (or 
Methodius), brothers who went to 
do missionary work among the 
Moravians in the ninth century. 
They translated the Liturgy and 
the Bible into the Slavonic lan- 
guage so that the people might 
more easily understand it. Using 
Greek letters as a basis, they com-

What is believed to be the 
largest number of Christians since 
the 1948 Holy Land war was per- 
mitted to cross a menacing no- 
man’s land to celebrate the Feast 
of Christ’s birth here where God 
“so loved the world that he gave 
it His only-begotten Son.” 

About a thousand Israeli Catho- 
lics and more than a score of dip- 
lomatic officials and members of 
the United Nations staff in Israel 
crossed from Israel to Jordan at 
Jerusalem’s Mandelbaum Gate to 
attend the Solemn Midnight Mass 
at the Shrine of the Nativity here. 

The barbed-wire entanglements, 
serving as a wall of distrust and 
animosity between Jordan and 
Israel, were cleared away at Man- 
delbaum Gate. Land mines were 
clearly marked and staked off. 
Steel-helmeted Israeli soldiers and 
Jordan legionnaires lowered. their 
co rifles and watched 

acefully as the stream of author- 
sme pilgrims passed across the 


border.

than the Roman which use the 
Latin language such as the Am- 
brosian rite of Milan (of which 
Pope Pius XI was a member, the 
first of this rite to become Pope.

There are also the 
Mosarabiec in Toledo (Spain) and 
the Lyonese or Gallican in Lyons 
(France). None of these three 
rites is very large but each is a 
living example of the variety and 
the universality of the Church, 
as well as an indication of its es- 
sential unity.
